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COMMISSIONERS REPORT. 


KEENE, N. H., May 1, 1891. 
To the Citizens of Cheshire County: | 
The eighteenth printed annual report of the financial and 
business affairs of the county, with such other reports of 


county officers as the law requires, are herewith respectfully 
submitted : 


COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 


The interest bearing indebtedness remains the. same as at 
the close of last year, $25,000, bearing four per cent. interest. 
There are five notes of $5,000 each, all of which are payable 
during the next fiscal year. The county convention at its 
meeting in January made no appropriation to pay these notes, 
as the Commissioners did not deem it advisable to raise the 
money to pay said notes at maturity. The notes can be re- 
newed without doubt, or the money borrowed to pay them, 
at the same rate of interest. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


This institution, under the supervision of Mr. and Mrs. H. 
D. Pierce and their assistants, has accomplished a good work 
in its care and maintenance of the indigent poor of the county. 
The management has been highly satisfactory to the Commis- 
sioners, and so far as they know, to the citizens of the county 
who have taken the pains to visit it and inform themselves. 
Since the last report there has been a change of assistant 
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superintendent and matron; Mr. and Mrs. Morgan of Chester- 
field taking the places made vacant by the resignation of Oren 
Hamm and Mrs. Olive E. Flanery. 

The annex building commenced last year has been com- 
pleted, and will be a great saving, not only in point of con- 
venience, but in enabling the county to furnish accommodations 
for its incurable insane, who heretofore have had to be boarded 
at the New Hampshire Asylum, thereby making a saving to 
the county of at least fifteen per cent. of the cost of the 
building. .It is connected with the main building by a covered 
passage-way, and doors have been opened to the dormitories ; 
thus making a complete and satisfactory fire escape from the 
buildings, the need of: which has for a long time been urged 
upon the attention of the Commissioners. 

The products of the farm have been good, with the excep- 
tion of the oat crop, which the superintendent finds more 
difficult to raise than in years past, on account of the kale with 
which the ground appears to be filled, and by its luxuriant growth 
prevents the oats from filling. He thinks it may be necessary 
to abandon the crop, supplying its place with some other. 

The superintendent has given considerable attention to 
improving the dairy, with a view to producing and selling 
cream. A 12-can Cooley creamery was purchased and has 
been in use six months or more. The experiment thus far 
has been very satisfactory. 


THE COST OF SUPPORT. 


The average cost for the support of the inmates per capita 
has been $1.363, or about ten cents per week less than 
last year. 

In speaking of the average cost we wish to be correctly 
understood ; that in ascertaining the rate hereinafter given, the 
value of the products of the farm does not enter into the cal- 
culation ; that only the actual current expenses of the institu- 
tion, the value of the inventory of the personal property com- 
pared with that of the preceeding year, and the interest on the 
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investment are considered. If the value of the products of 
the farm were added, the rate per capita would be largely 
increased. The average cost of supporting the inmates is 
greater or less, as the average number of inmates and the 
income from the farm and all other sources increase or 
diminish. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


The cost. of supporting the outside poor has increased in 
all of the larger towns except Keene, where the cost has dimin- 
ished about $500. 

It is the duty of the Overseers of the Poor in the several 
towns in the county to see that the poor are well and kindly 
cared for, but they should be careful not to overlook the fact 
that the wisest and best relief that can be given the poor, is to 
help them to help themselves, and those who refuse or neglect 
such relief when offered to them should be removed to and 
supported in the institution designed for their accominoda- 
tions. 

A careful inspection into the condition of many of the 
county poor supported in the several towns of the county con- 
vinces your Commissioners that they are not generally as well 
cared for, as in the almshouse at Westmoreland, while the 
average cost of maintenance is twice as much. Therefore we 
suggest to the Overseers of the Poor that all apphcants for 
relief who can be removed consistently should be taken to the 


county almshouse. 


DEPENDENT SOLDIERS. 


There has been a large increase in the amount of relief 
furnished to dependent soldiers. ‘The increase is 35 to 40 per 
cent. over last year. 


THE JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The number of inmates for the past year has been small, 
while the running expenses have been about the same as in 
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previous years. Last year there was a small income from the 
labor of the convicts, but this year there has been none. The 
wood put into the jail shed to furnish some employment for 
the prisoners has been mostly sawed and split by the city poor. 
It is haped that some plan may be devised to give employment 

to the prisoners and so lessen the expenses. . 


PROBATE OFFICE. 


The work of refiling and indexing the documents in the 
office of the Register of Probate and furnishing of modern 
steel cases for the same and roller shelves for the record books, 
for which there has been and will be during the ensuring year 
quite a large expenditure, reference is made to the following 
report of Miss Ella F’. Gee, deputy register. 


To the County Commtsstoners: 

The work of rearranging the files of the probate office 
which was begun early in the winter of 1889, is now, with the 
exception of indexing, nearly completed. 

The files cover a period of one hundred and twenty years, 
and include about fifteen thousand (15,000) cases, each case 
consisting of from three to twenty or more papers—the aver- 
age however being not more than eight or ten papers to each 
case. From 1771 to, 1835 or ’40, the papers were packed 
together in one mass, without regard to any system, were cov- 
ered with the dust of ages, and wholly unavailable for refer- 
ence; in fact, it was difficult to refer to original papers of an 
earlier date than 1860 without spending much time and labor. 

Although our statute requires the preservation of these 
files for reference, and in fire proof safes, the papers have 
always been kept in open pigeon holes, exposed to the light 
and dust, and danger from any fire that might have happened 
inthe room. For some years the office has been over-crowded, 
and not only the necessity of more room has been felt, but also 
such an arrangement of the papers made that they might be 
easily referred to when needed. 
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After a thorough investigation of the matter, it was decided 
by the Board of Commissioners to furnish the office with the 
U. S. document files and roller shelves, the same to be 
metal, and as nearly fire proof as any such furnishing can be 
made. The plan of rearranging has been to collect all papers 
belonging to one case or estate, enclose them in a properly 
labeled wrapper, and these arranged according to letter and 
date in the file holders, and indexed. By this system the 
papers of any date may easily and quickly be referred to, and 
we feel sure that the changes will be appreciated by the public 
having occasion to transact business with the office, and that 
the expenditures for the work will be decided as both wise 
and prudent.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN,—I now present to you my second report as 
superintendent of Cheshire County Farm and Almshouse, 
for the year ending April 30, 1891. 

Last spring the old wooden building used as a washhouse 
was moved away, and now in its place stands a two-story 
brick building, the lower floor being used as a laundry and 
the upper story for the accommodation of the insané. It is a 
great improvement over the old building, and a great saving 
in the way of convenience and taking care of the insane. 

We have had but very little sickness in the past year, and 
only three deaths. Dr. J. A. Craig has been the attending 
physician. 

Rey. George W. Ruland has officiated as chaplain for the 
past year, and has showed much interest in his work. 

The Commissioners have added an organ to the chapel, 
much to the delight of the inmates. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the Commissioners for their 
kindness and promptness with which they have responded to 
all of our calls in supplying the needs of almhouse and farm.

GENTLEMEN,—I herewith submit my annual report as 
physician to Cheshire County Almshouse. 

No epidemic has invaded the household during the year 
past. There has not been a large amount of sickness, and 
only two deaths have occured. 

The inmates are in a large degree indebted to the superin- 
tendent, matron and daughters for the uniform kindness 
extended to them. 

The complete cleanliness of the several wards, the well 
filled beds, clean bedding and tidy make-up of the beds, have 
been conspicuous during the year. | 

The new building was a needed improvement. It is 
modern in construction and mature in its appointment. It 
meets a want that is in keeping with advanced and well at- 
tested ideas, viz: ‘That proper classification of inmates in an 
institution of this character, from a medical, moral and hu- 
mane standpoint, is a step in the proper direction. 

The new building gave the Commissioners an opportunity 
of classification by properly placing a type of insane people 
by themselves, thus separating them from those that are 
congenitally feeble minded. 

The citizens of Cheshire county should heartily commend 
the Commissioners for their advanced ideas on this important 
subject, and for their opportune judgment and earnest efforts 
to place the management of this institution above reproach, 
thereby reflecting honor upon the people whg contribute a 
home for those who from disease and adverse circumstances 
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are unfortunate to such an extent to become an object of 
charity. 

In conclusion I greatly acknowledge the courtesy extended 
to me by the officers of the almshouse and Commissioners, 
7 and the uniform codporation of all interested in contributing 
___ to the welfare of the household.

PARKHILL, May 1, 1891. 
To the Commissioners : 

The care committed to me as chaplain in the home con- 
taining usually sixty-five or seventy persons is not a slight 
matter. Where there are five, seven or ten children there is 
much that ought to be done for them. While the children 
have had the benefit of all that could done for them in this 
place, it was a wise arrangement to transfer most of them to 
the N. H. Orphans’ Home in Franklin. The sick and aged 
people have had especial attention shown them. Religious 
papers have been regularly supplied, and I have personally 
distributed them. The Christmas festival, with a well-laden 
tree bearing gifts for all, brought much gladness to their 
hearts. The services every third Sabbath have been well 
attended by nearly all who are here, and evidently with much 
enjoyment. ‘The thoughtful purchase of a cabinet organ by 
the Commissioners, to be used in the chapel, was a real help 
to us. 

Miss Clara F. Bill, Miss Lois Leach, Miss Nellie Pierce 
and Miss Gertrude M. Cobb have kindly played the organ. - 
Mr. and Mrs. Ellis L. Ring have greatly aided in vocal 
music. Mr. Pierce has provided a very neat pulpit, and 
Mrs. Pierce is equally ready with her husband to extend all 
the privileges possible to the entire household. They have 
cares and perplexities in their responsible position which 
make complete success very hard to realize. 

As the Sabbath services are for a positive end, to address 
the consciences and hearts of all who attend, and to give them 
the light, love and joy of the gospel, I recommend that ser- 
vices be held once in two weeks, that is, on alternate Sabbaths 
throughout the year.

I appeared for the County in the petition for a writ of 
mandamus brought by John Q. Kinson against Frank O. 
Nims, Overseer of the Poor for the City of Keene—said Kin- 
son being aided as a soldier by the County. The object of the 
petition was to obtain increased aid. The petition was denied 
by the court. | 

At the October term of court William A. Webb, who had 
been extradited from the State of New York, was indicted for 
breaking and entering. He pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to the State Prison for three years. It was the only indict- 
ment found at that term.
